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LPS  Creates  Analytical  Staff 

Two  stated  goals  of  the  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  have  been:  1)  to  increase 
communication  and  improve  LPS  responsiveness  to  the  needs  of  depository  libraries,  and  2) 
to  clarify  the  roles  of  managers  and  supervisors  in  LPS.  In  order  to  move  toward  these 
goals,  three  Program  Analyst  positions  have  been  created  and  filled.  This  action  gives  LPS 
increased  capabilities  to  investigate  and  develop  solutions  for  the  complex  issues  and 
initiatives  facing  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program,  and  to  improve  communications 
with  the  community. 

The  three  new  LPS  analysts  are  Gil  Baldwin,  Michael  Clark,  and  Jeff  Axline.  They 
bring  a  variety  of  backgrounds  and  experience  to  these  new  positions. 

Jeff  Axline  joined  LPS  in  August.  He  opted  for  a  permanent  assignment  in  LPS  upon 
completion  of  a  two-year  training  rotation  through  all  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents ' 
operations.  Currently,  Jeff's  assignments  are  concentrated  in  automated  systems  and 
distribution  areas. 

Mike  Clark,  who  has  been  with  LPS  for  5  years,  brings  to  his  new  position  the  unique 
perspective  of  a  former  depository  library  inspector  and  a  former  documents  librarian.  This 
experience  enables  Mike  to  represent  the  depository  community's  viewpoint  and  interests  in 
the  LPS  decision-making  process.  Mike  will  act  as  an  "ombudsman"  for  the  Federal 
Depository  Library  Program,  communicating  with  depository  libraries  and  library  users  and 
reviewing  inquiries  to  identify  problem  areas.  He  will  then  work  with  LPS  managers  to 
develop  and  communicate  solutions.    Since  so  many  concerns  presently  relate  to  acquisitions 
issues  and  inquiry  processing,  Mike's  initial  assignments  will  be  in  those  areas. 

Gil  Baldwin  has  served  in  both  production  and  management  positions  since  he  joined 
LPS  in  1974.  As  the  senior  analyst  on  the  Director's  staff,  Gil's  primary  assignments  are  in 
the  Program  budgeting  and  financial  areas,  and  in  policy  development. 

Each  of  these  analysts  can  be  assigned  to  a  variety  of  different  activities  or  projects,  and 
together  they  form  a  rapid  deployment  force  which  can  be  concentrated  where  the  need  is 
greatest.  This  analytical  team  fills  a  long-standing  need  in  the  LPS  organization,  that  of 
freeing  up  the  line  managers  to  concentrate  on  their  operational  roles. 
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All  routine  library  inquiries  should  still  be  directed  to  the  specific  responsible  area  within 
LPS,  as  described  in  "How  and  When  to  Contact  the  Library  Programs  Service"

Claims  Policy  Changed  for  Regional  Libraries 

Early  in  1993  LPS  announced  a  new  claims  policy  that  limited  claims  for  missing 
documents  (see  Administrative  Notes,  v.  14,  #5,  2/28/93).  This  policy  is  now  being  changed 
for  regional  depository  libraries.  In  order  to  fulfill  the  program  goal  of  ensuring  that  all 
depository  materials  are  present  in  regional  collections,  full  claiming  privileges  are  being 
restored  to  the  regionals.  Effective  with  shipping  lists  dated  after  November  1,  1993, 
regional  libraries  may  claim  any  document  distributed  through  the  Federal  Depository  Library 
Program,  regardless  of  format. 


Census  Bureau  Releases  TIGER/Line/1992  Files 
With  New  Software 

The  Census  Bureau  announcement  of  its  release  of  the  TIGER/Line/1992  Files  on  CD- 
ROM,  with  a  description  of  the  new  Land  View  software,  appears  on  the  following  pages. 
The  TIGER/Line/1992  Files  are  complete  on  44  discs  (item  0154-E,  C  3.279:).  The  Census 
Bureau  expects  to  begin  shipping  the  CDs  to  LPS  for  distribution  to  selecting  depositories  in 
late  October.  Barring  production  delays,  distribution  should  be  completed  by  January,  1994. 


Mapping  Out  the  Census  With  LandView*

The  Census  Bureau  is  currently  releasing  its  long-awaited 
TIGER  Line/1992  files  on  compact  disc.  The  new  release  of 
the  TIGER/Line  files  will  include  on-disc  software  that  will  allow 
data  users  to  display  TIGER/Line  files  onscreen  and  provide 
access  to  corresponding  census  population  and  housing  data 
at  the  block  group  level.  The  new  software,  known  as 
LandView™,  is  an  adaptation  of  the  computer  mapping 
application  known  as  MARPLOT  which  is  part  of  the 
Computer-Aided  Management  of  Emergency  Operations 
(CAMEO)  system  developed  by  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency.  This  software  will  allow  data  users  to  create  TIGER  maps  onscreen  and  access 
Summary  Tape  File  3A  data  at  the  block  group  level  with  the  ease  of  "point-and-shoot"  retrieval. 

What  are  LandView's  capabilities? 

LandView  will  allow  you  to: 

•  Display  TIGER/Line  features  and  landmarks. 

•  Identify  1990  census  tracts/block  numbering  areas  and  block  groups. 

•  Display  selected  1990  demographic  and  housing  characteristics  for  block  groups. 

•  Link  selected  block  groups  to  1990  Census  Summary  Tape  File  3A  CD-ROM  and  its  associated 
retrieval  software  known  as  GO.

LandView  will  run  on  IBM  and  compatible  PCs, 
286  version  and  above  CPU  with  an  EGA  or  VGA 
monitor.  Since  both  the  creation  and  display  of 
LandView  maps  requires  intensive  processing  by 
the  computer,  it  is  recommended  you  use  a 
computer  with  at  least  a  386/25mHZ  CPU.  Also, 
disk  speed  is  a  critical  factor  in  overall  system 
performance,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a  disk 
cache  be  installed  (such  as  the  SMARTDRV 
program  that  comes  with  MS-WINDOWS).  These 
features  dramatically  reduce  the  initial  time 
required  to  create  maps  using  LandView.  A  math 
coprocessor  is  also  helpful,  but  not  required. 
LandView  requires  DOS  3.3  or  higher  (See: 
Sample  LandView  Workstation).

...  larger  than  some  hard  drives.  Therefore,  you 
should  have  a  large  storage  media  or  a  method 
of  'archiving'  or  compressing  map  files  for 
storage.

LandView™  is  a  user-friendly  map  creation  and 
viewing  software  application  provided  with  the 
TIGER/Line  1992  files  on  CD-ROM.  LandView 
was  designed  to  enable  users  to  create  maps 
from  the  geographic  database  on  CD-ROM;  view 
those  maps;  and  print  the  maps  to  either  a 
printer  or  file. 

Installing  LandView 

To  install  LandView,  place  a  TIGER/Line  1992 
CD-ROM  into  your  CD-ROM  reader  and  change 
to  the  CD-ROM  drive  (eg:  D:  [Enter]).  From  the 
prompt,  type: 

cd\software  [Enter] 

install  c:  [Enter]  ("c:"  is  your  destination 
directory) 

Getting  Started  with  LandView 

To  begin  using  LandView,  change  to  the  hard 
drive  and  the  LandView  program  directory  and 
type  "landview."  For  example,  if  the  LandView 
program  directory  is  C:\LANDVIEW,  you  would 
type  the  following  three  commands  to  start 
LandView: 

c:  [Enter] 

cd\Sandview  [Enter]

The  LandView  menu  will  appear,  providing  the 
following  three  options. 

1.    Create  a  LandView  Map 

Choose  this  option  to  create  a  map(s) 
from  the  TIGER/Line  Files.  LandView 
cannot  display  TIGER/Line  Files  directly 
from  the  disc  so  this  option  must  be 
selected  first.  TIGER/Line  information  for 
the  selected  county(s)  will  be  copied  to 
your  hard  drive.  LandView  will  indicate 
the  time  and  hard  drive  space  required  to 
prepare  each  map  selected.  The  city  of 
Alexandria,  Virginia  will  require  3 
megabytes  of  hard  disk  space,  while 
Maricopa  County,  Arizona  will  require 
133  megabytes  of  hard  disk  space. 


2.  Display  a  LandView  Map 

Choose  this  option  to  display  a  list  of 
map  files  that  have  been  created  on  your 
computer.  If  you  have  created  adjacent 
maps  that  fall  within  your  view,  they  will 
also  be  displayed. 

3.  Display  a  LandView  Reference  View 

This  option  provides  a  list  of  Reference 
Views  which  were  specified  during  the 
display  phase  above.  Reference  Views 
are  snapshots  of  map  views  that  are 
saved  for  future  display. 

LandView  at  a  Glance 

Select  "Display  a  LandView  Map"  from  the 
initial  menu  screen.  LandView  will  bring  up  a 
listing  of  the  available  TIGER/Line  map  files 
previously  created  on  the  computer.  Highlight 
one  of  the  available  areas  displayed  onscreen 
and  press  [F10].  LandView  will  automatically 
display  adjacent  county  or  city  maps  based  on 
available  screen  space.  If  no  map  files  are 
available,  then  you  must  create  a  map  using  the 
"Create  s  LandView  Map"  function  or  use  the 
'findrnaps"  feature  to  locate  map  files  on  your 
hard  drive.  Findmaps  must  be  run  from  the 
"C:\LandView'  subdirectory  after  maps  are 
created  so  that  LandView  can  locate  maps  on 
your  hard  drive. 

The  Function  Keys 

Notice  the  function  keys  in  the  lower  right  hand 
corner  of  the  screen.  These  keys  will  allow  you 
to  manipulate  the  map  representation  in  several 
ways,  including  scaling  the  map,  focusing  in  on 
specific  geographic  areas,  displaying  block 
groups,  and  ultimately,  accessing  1990  sample 
data  at  the  block  group  level.  On  the  following 
pages,  you'll  get  the  lightning  tour  of  LandView 
and  some  of  its  major  features.  For  a  complete 
description  of  LandView's  capabilities,  refer  to  the  . 
TIGER/Line  Files,  1992  technical  documentation 
or  CD-ROM  User's  Guide  included  with  every 
TIGER/Line  1992  CD-ROM.  If  you  have 
questions  about  a  specific  LandView  function, 
online  help  also  is  available.  Press  the  [Fl]  key 
for  assistance. 
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Landview  Functions 

Explore  the  following  function  keys  in  order  to  get 
a  quick  tour  of  LandView's  capabilities. 

[F2]:  SCALE/POSITION 

Press  the  [F2]  function  key  to  zoom  in  on  a 
specific  area  of  the  displayed  map.  Once  the 
[F2]  key  is  pressed,  a  dotted  rectangular  box 
appears  on  the  screen.  Press  the  left,  right,  up, 
or  down  arrow  keys  to  position  the  box.  The  [F4] 
function  key  expands  the  box  and  the  [F5] 
function  key  contracts  the  box.  When  the  box  is 
the  desired  size,  hit  [Enter]  and  watch  LandView 
redraw  the  map  to  display  the  desired  area. 

[F4]:  STREET  NAMES  ON/OFF 

Press  the  [F4]  function  key  to  display  the  street 
names  on  the  map.  The  [F4]  key  is  a  "toggle" 
key.  Repeatedly  pressing  the  key  turns  the 
street  names  alternately  on  or  off.  The  street 
names  are  displayed  as  a  standard  size  and  not 
scaled  to  the  map.  Displaying  street  names 
while  an  entire  geographic  area  is  displayed  on 
the  screen  will  result  in  an  illegible  map.  Make 
sure  to  focus  in  on  an  area  before  using  the  [F4] 
key. 

[F3]:  STREET  SEARCH 

Press  the  [F3]  function  key  to  search  for  a 
specific  street  or  street  intersection.  LandView 
displays  a  complete  listing  of  the  available  street 
segments  in  the  displayed  county  or  city.  Select 
a  street  by  using  the  arrow  keys  or  by  using  the 
search  feature.  To  use  the  search  feature  type 
all  or  part  of  the  street  name  and  LandView  will 
locate  the  street  for  you.  Type  a  street  name 
and  hit  [Enter].  Hit  the  [F3]  function  key  to 
display  all  of  the  intersections  of  the  selected 
street.  Press  [F4]  to  display  the  address  ranges 
along  the  street.  Once  again,  select  a  street 
name  and  press  [Enter].  Press  the  [F10J  key  to 
return  to  the  selected  intersection  or  address 
range.  When  the  map  is  displayed,  the  cursor 
will  be  located  at  the  intersection  of  the  selected 
streets  or  at  the  address  range  location. 


[F9J:  CENSUS  BLOCK  GROUPS  ON/OFF 

Press  the  [F9]  function  key  to  delineate  block 
group  boundaries  on  the  map.  The  block  groups 
are  displayed  in  varying  colors  to  easily 
distinguish  their  boundaries.  In  addition,  each 
block  group  is  identified  with  a  tract/BNA  number 
and  block  group  number.  The  [F9]  key  is  also  a 
"toggle"  key.  Pressing  [F9]  a  second  time  will 
turn  the  block  group  boundaries  off. 

[ALT][Q]:  DETAILED  STF3A  DATA 

Point  the  on-screen  cursor  at  a  specific  block 
group.  Hold  down  the  [ALT]  key  and  press  the 
letter  [Q]  to  view  Summary  Tape  File  3A  data. 
LandView  will  ask  you  to  put  in  the  appropriate 
STF-3A  CD-ROM  in  your  CD-ROM  reader. 
Place  the  appropriate  STF-3A  CD-ROM  in  your 
reader  and  press  any  key.  The  software  will 
automatically  execute  the  GO  software  and 
select  the  correct  block  group.  Once  the  block 
group  is  automatically  selected  for  you,  the  GO 
software  allows  you  to  select  data  tables  for 
viewing.  Take  a  look  at  some  of  the  exciting 
data  items  available  on  STF-3A,  including 
income,  ancestry,  educational  attainment, 
detailed  race,  commute  to  work,  household 
value,  and  more.  When  you're  finished,  exit  the 
GO  software  by  hitting  the  [END]  key  and 
confirming  your  desire  to  exit  the  software  by 
pressing  [Y]  for  "yes." 

[P]:  PRINT  THE  SCREEN  ,  ^Tp|L 

Press  the  [F9]  function  key  to  @® 
turn  the  block  group  boundaries  ^ 
off.  Select  a  printer  by  typing  [ALT  PJ  and 
choosing  a  printer.  Hit  the  [P]  key  to  print  the 
screen  to  a  printer  or  file.  Select  printer  by 
pressing  [P]  again.  LandView  will  print  the  map 
to  the  printer  [LPT1].  LandView  supports  almost 
any  printer. 

[IM]:  IDENTIFY  MAP  FEATURE 

Aim  the  cursor  at  a  geographic  feature.  Press 
the  [l][M]  keys  to  identify  the  feature.  Example: 
Intermittent  Stream.  Use  the  [l][M]  keys  to 
identify  several  areas.  If  you  identify  streets,  the 
name,  address  range,  ZIP  Code,  Congressional 
District,  and  place  is  displayed. 
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[F5]:  OVERLAYS  ON/OFF 

Landmark  features,  such  as  national  parks; 
lakes,  ponds,  and  other  water  bodies; 
monuments;  and  other  notable  landmarks  are 
initially  displayed  on  maps.  Pressing  the  [F5] 
key  "toggles"  the  features  on  and  off. 

[F6]:  MAP  LAYERS  ON/OFF/COLORS 

Press  the  [F6]  key  to  adjust  the  visibility  of 
feature  layers  and  the  map  scale  at  which  they 
become  visible.  Also,  the  map  layer  sub-menu 
controls  the  color  of  feature  layers. 

Additional!  Features 

There  are  a  variety  of  other  functions  available  to 
LandView  users.  These  features  will  be  detailed 
in  the  help  screens,  LandView  technical 
documentation  and  user's  guide  supplied  with  the 
compact  discs. 

Mice  on  the  Menu 

LandView  software  supports  a  variety  of  mouse 
drivers.  If  you  have  a  mouse  attached  to  your 
personal  computer,  the  menu  will  appear  as 
illustrated  in  Figure  1,  LandView  Software  Mouse 
Menu,  as  opposed  to  a  listing  of  function  keys. 
Although  the  mouse  facilitates  the  use  of  the 
software,  non-mice  users  can  perform  all 
functions  with  the  arrow  keys  and  function  keys. 
Use  the  help  function  for  more  information. 


TIGER/Line  1992 

TIGER/Line  1992  files  replace  earlier 
versions  of  the  TIGER/Line  files 
TIGER/Line  1992  extends  the  address 
range  and  ZIP  Code  coverage  by  60 
percent,  identifies  several  new  geographic 
areas,  and  includes  viewing  software. 

New  Address  Ranges  and  ZIP  Codes 

Additional  address  ranges  and  ZIP  Codes 
have  been  added  based  upon  a  match  with 
the  1990  census  master  address  list.  This 
expands  the  coverage  to  include  over  80 
million  residential  addresses  (earlier 
versions  covered  about  50  million 
addresses). 

New  Geographic  Areas 

TIGER/Line  1992  adds  codes  for  new 
geographic  areas  such  as  the  103rd 
congressional  districts,  1990  urbanized 
areas,  school  districts,  and  new  cities  and 
towns  incorporated  since  the  1990  census. 

Viewing  Software 

LandView,  a  public  domain  software 
developed  by  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  is  included  on  the  TIGER/Line  1992 
compact  discs.

Fishing  for  Documents  Publicity 

Two  depository  libraries  have  recently  reported  on  library  displays  featuring  documents. 
New  Mexico  State  University  Library  and  Kent  State  University  Libraries  both  made 
imaginative  and  effective  use  of  the  Pathway  to  Fishing  kit  (I  49.2 :F  52/27/kit)  to  promote 
Federal,  as  well  as  state,  documents. 

Jeanette  Smith,  Head,  Government  Documents,  New  Mexico  State  University  Library, 
reports: 

The  theme  of  the  summer  documents  display  at  the  New  Mexico  State 
University  Library,  prepared  by  staff  member  Irene  Shown,  was  "Get  Hooked 
On  Documents."  Posters  and  handouts  from  the  Pathway  to  Fishing  kit  were 
featured  along  with  other  government  agency  materials,  including  posters 
depicting  fish,  boaters'  maps,  brochures  about  local  lakes,  information  about 
the  nutritional  value  of  fish,  and  fish  recipes.  Some  of  the  documents  were 
"hooked"  at  the  end  of  a  fishing  rod.  Supplemental  visuals  included  pictures 
of  tied  flies  supplied  by  staff  member  Ed  May  field.  The  star  of  the  show  was 
a  trophy  walleye  loaned  by  the  New  Mexico  Department  of  Game  &  Fish.  We 
had  fun  publicizing  the  display  with  a  contest  for  patrons  and  library  staff. 
Those  who  correctly  identified  the  walleye  won  a  gummy  worm. 

The  Government  Documents  staff  at  Kent  State  University  Libraries  sent  a  photo  of  their 
display,  which  gave  them  an  opportunity  to  publicize  their  government  documents  collection. 
They  report:

Effort.  Their  efforts  resulted  in  an  attractive  and  informative  display  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  main  library.  Two  posters  depicting  various  sport  fishes  and 
a  microcosm  of  the  aquatic  ecosystem  were  the  backdrop,  and  numerous 
decorative  fish  floated  over  the  exhibit.  Free  knot-tying  guides  for  preparing  a 
hook  and  "Ethical  Angler"  decals  were  provided  to  viewers.  Related 
government  publications  were  presented  in  the  front  of  the  display  on  such 
topics  as  fishing  limits  and  regulations,  Ohio's  public  fishing  areas,  and  safety 
guidelines  for  eating  fresh  fish.  A  sign  referred  interested  patrons  to  the 
Government  Documents  department  for  more  information— and  several  inquiries 
did  result  from  this  creative  use  of  materials! 
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Two  parts  of  the  National  Performance  Review  have  been  distributed  to  depository 
libraries  as  of  October  20,  1993.  The  Executive  Summary  was  distributed  to  all  libraries  on 
shipping  list  93-05 16-P,  dated  September  9,  1993,  under  item  0556-C.  The  main  report, 
From  Red  Tape  to  Results:  Creating  a  Government  that  Works  Better  &  Costs  Less, 
was  distributed  to  all  libraries  under  item  0556-C  on  shipping  list  93-0526-P.
